Highway Boosters Preparing

A delegation from the Warren Area Chamber of Commerce headed 


by Assemblyman Allen M. Gibson is ready to visit Washington, if nec- 
essary, to present a united protest against the possible elimination of 
Route 6 from the Federal Interstate Highway System., Delegations 
from other cities along Route 6 are being organized, also, as support 
for the protest grows throughout northern Pennsylvania. 


In the meantime, petitions are being circulated in Warren today 


for signatures by residents of the area, seeking retention of Route 6 
on the Interstate System. And the Roosevelt Highway Association 
(Route 6) has called a special meeting of its directors for next Mon- 
day, July 30th in Wellsboro to take appropriate action. 


The Warren Area Chamber of Commerce Board of Directors met 


late Friday afternoon and went on record in opposition to the change 
in the Interstate plans which was

PLAN MEETING 
IN NEW YORK

Pittsburgh, 
(JP) —The 
United 


Steelworkers have accepted an in- 
dustry proposal to resume contract 
talks in New York tomorrow in an 
effort to end the 23-day-old steel 
strike. 


The talks were arranged last 


night in a brief telephone call from 
the industry's top negotiator to 
USW President David J. McDon- 
ald. 


Only a few hours earlier McDon- 


ald had issued a statement bitter- 
ly critical of the industry's pricing 
policy. 
He said for each $1 in- 


crease in labor cost since 1945 ex- 
orbitant price increases have yield- 
ed $3.19 m additional revenue." 


Steel industry spokesmen here 


said they had no immediate reply ' 
to McDonald's statement. 


One of McDonald's close asso- 


ciates said the union chief was 
caught by surprise when John A. 
Stephens, vice president of "U. S. 
Steel Coip., called and suggested 
negotiations resume. 
When the 


latest series of negotiations ended 
Saturday, both sides indicated they 
would wait for the government to 
make the next step. 


The decision to resume peace 


talks raised the question here that 
the industry might now be prepar- 
ing to present a formal revision of 
its contract proposal. In the dis- 
cussions heie last week the best 
information was that no concrete 
proposal had been made by either 
side but there were discussions on 
a thiee-year contract. The union 
reportedly was cool to the idea. 


As the , strike t went into _its b 
fourth week—and more than 100,- 
000 in allied industries were fur- 
loughed — Steel magazine said the - 
"heat will be on" 1;o end the walk- 
out soon. It declared that unless 
the strike is settled before the 
Democratic National Convention, 
which starts Aug. 13, "the Demo- 
crats would have some good talk- 
ing points about industry and la- 
bor suffering during a Republican 
administration."

combines pastel nylon organdy 
with sparkling, silver-threaded 
rickrack. Needless to say, the 
metlon threads that give the 
glitter to the rickrack are guar- 
anteed washable and non-tar- 
nishing. 


For six place mats, napkins 


and the apron you'll need about 
52 yards of rickrack and a yard- 
and - three - quarters of organdy, 
plus two-thirds of a yard of per- 
cale or broadcloth for the nap- 
kins. 


THE ORGANDY APRON is cut 


15 inches wide, with four-inch- 
wide ties. 


The apron follows the simple 


style,' with gathered waistline and 
straight sides and waistband. 


What adds the expensive touch 


is the lavish use of rickrack trim. 
Eight rows of trim are stitched 
with points touching around the 
hem: four more rows are added 
two inches above the last row. 


The sheer mats are cut 12 


inches by 18 inches and banded 
with four rows of rickrack. In- 
stead of hemming the mats prior 
to sewing on the rickrack. raw 
edges are turned in one-fourth 
inch and presse^. 


Then the first row of trim is 


stitched over the pressed edge. 


Two sides of the 12-inch square 


napkin are decorated with three 
rows of rickrack. For the napkin,

switches are wide. 


Traveling wilh the little lellow 


takes, planning, but it results 
in fewer headaches. His needs 
should be packed in a small, 
casily-openable c o n t a i n e r . It 
should be kept with the baby at 
all times and in no case should 
it bo checKcd in the luggage or 
locked in the car trunk. 


Needs include: diapers, bib,

A NEW look for favorite house- 


keeping aids promises easier 


and swifter housework. What 
woman isn't interested, especially, 
in summertime when outdoor 
recreation beckons?

rors, whisk the dust off furniture 
and give the picture window a 
onceover without carrying an 
assortment of special aids.
